Good Friday's Question 


on Christmas Eve 


By Peter Gordon White 


On the day he died, Jesus heard Pilate say, “What shall 
l1.do with Jesus who is called Christ?” ’ 


On the night Jesus was born, Joseph wondered the same 
thing. What would he*do with the unborn but already 
named and consecrated child in Mary’s womb? 


From beginning to end, the question seems to: have been, 
“What shall I do with Jesus who is called Christ?” 


So let’s ask it at the beginning. Let’s put the question 
to ourselves before the cultic rites that have encrusted 
Christmas completely swamp us. In this season, often more 
holly than holy, what will you do with Jesus who is called 
Christ? 


You can keep him as a case of retarded development. 
That's one thing you can do. You can see that he never 
grows up. You can keep him—in your mind—as the baby 
Jesus, the sweet little baby Jesus. Some people try that 
with their own children. With gentle acts and loving words 
they resist the object of their adoration becoming the sub- 
ject of a very demanding personal relationship. 


But our children grow up, just as this child of Mary 
and Joseph grew up. The child in the manger grew up and 
left home. He said things and did things that got him into 
trouble with people who had a drastic way of handling 
this kind of trouble. 


That’s another thing you can do with Jesus. You can 
say: “Go away and don’t bother me!” The home town folk 
who heard him preach said just that, and threw him out 
of their synagogue. 


But not many of us want to be counted with that crowd. 
We'd rather be among those who sense in Jesus someone 
who can help with life’s problems, and we are not too 
proud to accept his help. There were once ten lepers who 
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did just that, and were cured. One of them returned WwW 
gratitude. 


The question would be simpler if we could cut it 
short. “What shall we do with Jesus?” Why, we can 16c) 
him in time, date his birth by Cesar Augustus and 
death by Pontius Pilate, and bury him with the rest! 

Two thousand years is a mighty long ti 
to remember the short life history of a man called Jés 
But if this man called Jesus is the Christ of God, to whi 
a thousand years is as a watch in the night, what the 
What shall we do with Jesus called Christ?
